VIENNA, Nov. 14.—The statement that Rou- 
mania has given its adhesion to the Triple 
Alliance is premature. The fact is that the 

anian Government has been sounding 
ti powers as to their disposition to recog- 
nize and guarantee to Roumania a neutrality 
similar to that of Belgium. The reply of En- 
gland has not been encouroging. The geo- 
graphical position of Roumania renders it 
very difficult for any power except Austria to 
render effective assistance to Roumania 
in case of Russian aggression, and 
it is doubtful whether Austria 
would accept the burden unless backed by 
some other powers capable of affording 
military assistance. No importance is given 
tothe rumor that Russia has offered to re- 
trocede the territory taken from Roumania in 
1878 in exchange for the Dobrudja as Rou- 
mania is in no position to offer an effective 
resistance should Russia insist upon occupy- 
ing it. The recent article in the Kreuz- 
Zeitung Of Berlin in connection with this 
cuestion in which it is stated that the occu- 
pation of the Dobrudja by Russia would not 
constitute a casus belli for Germany, as 
\ustria would not be supported by Germany 
if she took it as one, is much commented on 
in Roumania and is looked upon dy many as 
an invitation to Russia to advance.

FRENCH ARMY SCANDAL. 


INQUIRY BEGUN BY THE WAR DE- 
PARTMENT. 


PARIS, Nov. 14-—A sensation has been 
caused in military circles at Chalon-Sur- 
saone by disclosures affecting the characters 
ofa number of the officers and men belong- 
ing to the corps of the army stationed at that 
town. The disciosures were made public by 
the arrest of two officers and six men belong- 
ing to a chasseur regiment in camp at 
Chalon-Sur-Saone, who were taken into 
custody on charges of conduct unbecoming 
officers and soldiers and subversive of the 
discipline ot the army. These are the tech- 
nical charges, but the offenses of which the 
prisoners are accused are grossly immoral. 

To increase the army scandal, all the ac- 
cused thus far mentioned belong to promi- 
nent families of France. The sensation has 
reached military headquarters and an in- 
quiry has been opened by the War Depart- 
ment before Gen. Jamont, while Gens. La- 
longeand Guerrier have ordered the neces- 
sary inquiry to be made at Chalon-Sur-Saone. 
The guilty officers offered their resignations 
yesterday, but they were peremptorily re- 
fused and instead the men were arrested and 
taken before the Court of Inquiry last night, 
While it is announced to-day that further ar- 
rests will follow andthe whole affair will be 
settled by court-martialthe wildest rumors

WOMEN OF FRANCE, 


M. JULES SIMON’S EFFORT IN THIS BEHALF 
MEETS WITH SUCCESS. 


Parts, Nov, 144.—M. Jules Simon had the 
Batisfaction this week of seeing a Dill regu- 
lating the hours of labor of women and chil- 
dren pass the French Senate. The provis 
lons of the bill are not all that M. Simon 
desires, but he hopes in the future to see his 
hopes in a great measure realized. At 77, 
and after a career as author that has 
stretched over more than half a century, M. 
Simon is puhlishing what he thinks may, 
Perhaps, be his last book. Thirty years ago, 
he wrote ‘*L’Ouvriere,’’ and to-day, 
equally solicitous for the welfare of the 
Working women of France, he announces a 
book on the Fremme Du Ving Tieme 
Siecle.’’ Whatever may be his hopes 
lor women of the next century, 
profoundly disturbed by the 
condition of the women of the poorer classes 
In the Frünce of the present century. The 
depopulation question causes his alarm. 
Year by year there isa lessening proportion 
Of births. Many causes have contributed 
to this resultand among them the nature 
and extent of the industrial employment of 
women. In the towns, M. Jules Simon, 
in his speech addressing the Senate on the 
measure said, *‘‘where woman is trans- 
formed into an industrial creature, she dis- 
&ppears as wife and mother from numan 
society. She is separated all day, sometimes 
Part ofthe night also, and in certain cases 
the whole of the night from her family. The 
Consequence of this absenteeism is the 
almost entire dissolution ofthe family. The 
husband seeks elsewhere the happiness 
Which his wife, detained like him, during the 
Cay, from the home cannot make for him. 
The children are brought up away from their 
mother in the creche or the refuge, if there 
Sone, and it notin the streets. Marriages 
Gecrease, divorces increase.’’ 

AS a remedy M. Jules Simon demanded 
harter hours for the women workers. He 
nech that the working wife and mother 
should have at least one of the hours she now 
Spends in the factory or the workshop to de- 
vote to her home and children. This would, 
he said, save hundreds of thousands lives and 
improve bad manners and character. Even 
as a matter of money the domestic toll of the 
poor woman in home is more profitable for 
the family than the wages she would earn at 
the mill or shop.

GETTING STATISTICS OF THE FAMINE-STRICKEN 
PROVINCES. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 14.—The Governors 
of the provinces in which famine is crushing 
out the life of the people have been ordered 
to send in accurate reports of the numberof 
hunger-stricken people, asthe returns hith- 
erto have been hastily compiled in the usual 
careless and untruthful manner of Rus- 
Sian officials. Several Governors who 
have responded to this new com- 
mand have concurred in the estimate 
that 66 per cent of the entire population is in 
the most extreme and pitiful want. The 
Moscow Gazette states thatthe distilleries in 
the Riazom province are unable to meet the 
increasing femand for yodka, thecheap and 
greatly intoxicating liquor which is the de- 
light and the bane of the Monjiks. 
Whole villages, say the governors, including 
adults and children, have been drunk at 
once, and this universal drunkenness has 
been followed by sweeping mortality. 

Private advices from Moscow discredit the 
reports of a pervading spirit of revolt which 
is alleged to be spreading rapidly in the pro- 
vinces. The discontent referred to in the 
public dispatches as have manifested itself is 
confined to the populous centers, the towns 
and centers.

WELCOMED BY STUDENTS IN BERLIN—CONFLICT 
WITH THE KAISER. 

BERLIN, Nov. 14.—Prince Bismarck, with his 
wife and daughter, passed through Berlin 
this evening. On arriving at the station they 
were met by several hundred students, anda 
large assemblage of officers and well-known 
people, including many ladies. The crowd 
heartily cheered the aged statesman, who 
was plainly delighted with the reception ac- 
corded him. The journey was resumed at 7 
o’clock.

That there will be 
a conflict, nobody doubts, and there is a half - 
suppressed feeling that it may proceed to ex- 
tremities. Although out of power, Bismarck 
is to-day the most influential man in the 
German Empire. The Kaiser is aware of 
this, and he is aware that a blow at Bismarck 
would be widely resented. He bitterly hates 
the ex-Chancellor, who returns his hate with 
unvelled contempt. The Kaiser has several 
times spoken of bringing Bismarck under 
personal discipline, but desisted when he 
saw that even the most sycophantic of his 
courtiers received the suggestion with dread. 
But now there is a general feeling, 
more snppressed than expressed, that the 
antagonism is about to reacha crisis, and 
that the man who madethe empire will ex- 
asperate beyond measure the young man 
who wears the crown. 

It is understood that Bismarck’s chief 
assault will be upon the commercial 
It is Known that for some 
time Herbert Bismarck has deen col- 
lecting statistics asto the condition of Ger- 
man agricultural interests, and the probable 
effect of the treaties opening the German 
markets to Austria and Hungary. Those 
statistics are to be presented by his father in 
the Reichstag, and it is expected that they 
will produce a profound effect upon the 
representatives of the agricultural com- 
munity. 

Bismarck has, it is said, given up the idea at 
present of attacking the Socialists. He has 
always spoken of social democracy as the 
danger most threatening the empire, but it 
is said that he has concluded to be silent on 
that subject at present in order not to 
alienate such sympathy as the Socialists in 
the Reichstag may chooseto extend in his 
parlimentary fight against the Kaiser. 
Everybody is asking whether Bismarck will 
reveal the causes that led to his 
withdrawal from the cabinet. There is au- 
thority to say that he will not enter upon 
this subject, but will await some inviting or 
provoking utterance on the part of his op- 
ponents.

PRYING INTO METHODS OF ADULTERATING 
FOOD—GENERAL TOPICS. 

Vienna, Nov. 14.—The International Con- 
gress ot Chemical Analysts and Microscop- 
ists, which has been in session in Vienna, has 
not received the attention from the public to 
which the importance of its labors would en- 
title it. One ot the prime objects of the con- 
gress is to adopt some method of discover- 
ing the adulterations of food, and 
the practicability of reaching some in- 
ternational agreement for the suppres- 
sion of unwholesome food mixtures 
as well as the punishment of those who are 
responsible for them. It is rather singular 
that while Austria, Germany, Huugary, Rus- 
sia and France are all represented at this 
congress, England is taking no partin it. 
There is an apparent indifference which is 
dificult to explain, when it is Known that 
England imports something like a thousand

TIMOTHY HEALY NOW WEARS A COAT 
OF HEAVY MAIL. 


Perils Encountered by Atlantic Liners in 
the Recent Gales—What an American 
Saw in a Oruise Around the World— 
Gladstone’s Next Address—The Agri- 
culturist in British Politics—Topics in 
London. 


Lonpon, Nov. 14.—The Right Hon. Arthur 
Balfour, the new Government leader in the 
House of Commons,has found that as a result 
of his last official visit to Ireland he has lost 
the confidence of some hitherto most vigor- 
ous supporters of the Government. His 
speech at Plymouth with its clear annonnce- 
ment of local Government for Ireland has 
sharply alienated many of those who may 
truly be called the ‘‘English Garrison’’ in 
Ireland. They know that a measure of local 
Government must make for home rule and 
their course as tothe next session of Parlia- 
ment is by no means clear. One Tory Irish- 
man, the Hon. Richard Dawson. has re- 
signed his candidature for an adjacent divis- 
ion of Devonshire because he could 
not see his way to an agreo- 
ment with Mr. Balfour. The Irish 
Unionists will demand, as the lowest price of 
allegiance and support, thatthe new County 
Council suffrage shall be greatly restricted, 
and that a rigorous State control shall be 
maintained over the local authorities, so that 
they can be dispossessed of power, as Irish 
boards of guardians are dispossessed without 

further reference to Parliament. In spite of 
Disraeli’s dictum as to ‘‘jobbing grand 
juries,’’they will contend that the grand-jury 
system is in essence everything that a nomi- 
nated government can be, and, of course, 
they are not anxious to play intothe hands of 
the friends of home rule. 

On the other hand, the government really 
are desirous to pass an Irish local govern- 
ment bill next session. By ministerialists 
the matter is discussed in this way. They 
say that if such a bill is passed, their work 
prior to an appeal to the country will be com- 
plete, and they will then ask the electors to 
accept a policy of rest for Ireland, of time in 
which she may digest legislation which has 
been adopted. Theissue, therefore, at the 
general election will be very distinct. 

Mr. Gladstone’s next and only speech be- 
fore leaving England for Italy will be to the 
delegates at the Agricultural Reform Oonfer- 
ence to de held in London next month. It is 
hailed by reformers as one of the best signs 
of the emancipation of the Liberal party 
from the dead weight which used to press 
down any reasonable progress in this direc- 
tion that now, in prospect of a general elec- 
tion, the Liberal leaders give such marked 
prominence to those reforms the necessity 
for which is universally acknowledged. Sir 
H. Selwm-Ibbetson, a Tory member of Par- 
liament, with official experience, says that 
the agricultural laborer has no inducement 
to remain in the place where he and his an- 
cestors were born. Another Tory Baronet, 
Sir Richard Paget, said that it was a disgrace 
that in the richest country in the world so 
many were 2 to end their days in the 
Work- houss. 

But the Tories have no policy except, por - 
haps, that of taxing personal property, be- 
stowal of old age pensions, practically in re- 
lief of agricuitural wages and rates. The 
agricultural labor commands half a million 
votes, and these are sufficient to bring about 
real land reforms. There is no class which 
will vote so strongly, solidly Liberal at the 
next election. Nor will they fail to be 
joined by a good many farmers, who under- 
stand that for the better security of improve- 
ments and the division of rates they must 
rely upon the Liberal party. 

At the conference to be held in London early 
in December upon the question of village life 
and government, Mr. Gladstone will himself 
attend and address the delegates, who wiil 
assemble from the rural districts, accom- 
paniea by the Liberal members and candi- 
dates for the several divisions. It is said 
that three delegates will attend from each 
division, which would give a very effective 
and representative body of a thousand per- 
sons, and when the arrangements are com- 
pleted the plan willassume considerable im- 
portance, The Liberal leaders have a clear 
and weil founded notion that success at the 
next election will be attained in the counties. 
The delegates have expressed a desire to 
hear from the illustrious leader of the Liberal 
party his views upon the claims of the rural 
population. 

The recent speech of Lord Salisbury at 
the Guildhall isa topic of much interest. In 
this speech the Premier outlines the Tory 
policy in view of approaching elections. The 
policy, as laid down by the Tory chieftain, is 
not altogether satisfactory; but is probably 
as definite and conclusive as could have been 
expected under the circumstances. The 
fact that Lord Salisbury in his speech 
rather coquetted with the protectionist 
policy, created some surprise as well as com- 
ments, but the matter is capable of a very 
ready and plausible explanation. The truth 
ofthe matter is that it was simply a bait 
thrown down tothe British farmer, who it 
is supposed will find it acceptable, and 
especially when he reflects that he is often 
undersold in his own market by the Ameri- 
can farmer, and would naturally be pleased 
with any glittering proposition which would 
hold out the opportunity of reversing this or- 
derofthings. Butitis notatall likely that 
Lord Salisbury will offer any serious assist 
ance toward solving this problem. His 
speech was a mere campaign document, and 
the reference to protection a tubthrown to 
the whale.

PERILS MET BY SWIFT ATLANTIC-LINERS—LON- 
DON TOPICS. 


Loxpox, Nov. 14.—Passengers who salled 
for New York this week, either from Liver- 
pool or Southampton, will have good reason 
to remember their experience. No Mid- 
Atlantic weather could exceed the violence 
of the gale in the Irish Sea and the English 
Channel, England bas been storm-swept 
from John O’Groat’s to Lands End and the 
coast is lined with wrecks. Sailors who 
dropped from the rigging, to which they 
clung for a while, have been dzowned in 
view of the lifeboat men, who were positively 
afruid to put out to tea. Even the mail 
boats from Calaisand Dover and Holyhead 
and Kingston, Which usually brave the 
roughest weather, have been compelled to 
remain in port. The American liners, the 
Britannic and the City of New York, started 
oui on Wednesday from Liverpool as usual. 
The sea was literally foaming white and run- 
ning mountains high when these vessels 
crossed the barofthe Mersey, within a few 
hundred yards of eachother.

AROUND THE WORLD. 

‘‘Thave heard of the terrorsof a gale in 
mid-Atlantic, but nothing could be worse 
than our voyage in the Irish Sea. I am 
returning home from a cruise around the 
world. Ispenttwelve months visiting the 
islands of the Pacific Ocean and stopped in 
Samoa four months, whereI met Mr. Robert 
Louis Stevenson. I found the singular con- 
ditions of life there very interesting. Mr. 
Henry Adamsof Washington, the historian, 
traveled with me for one year. In France I 
met many American artists, who represent 
our advanced views. Thesé new men are in- 
tensely interesting and show a marked d. 
vergence from the majority of French artists. 
They have new ideas, and work to exemplify 
them vigorously. This is notably so in 
the fleld of sculpture. Rodin’s work was 
something, I think,taht deserves special men- 
tion. Itis gratifying to see our American 
artists doing so wellin Paris. Despite the 
strong prejudice of the Frenchmenin favor 
of their painters, a number of Americans 
have fairly extorted high praise by their 
clever canvas. Some American painters 
have already won a fine position by their ex- 
cellent work. Many young artists, not long 
in the field, give remarkable promise. I 
hope our American men will not be notably 
influenced by the gemeral French art of 
to-day. This strikes me as being exceedingly 
formal and academic, but it is needless 
to contrast this character of French art with 
ours. There is much that American students 
can learn of the French school which will be 
enormously profitable to them, as it forms 
an excellent basis for art education. The 
very atmosphere of Paris stimulates one for 
the struggle so inevitable in art studies and 
progress. Imadeita point to use all the 
stained giass possible in Kuropean workshops 
and edifices, notably at Chartres. My honest 
conviction is that stained glass done in 
America can stand alongside old 
European work and fairly hold its own. 
This point specially interested me, as I 
have had a large experience and hard study 
in mis line of art work.

An Army of 40,000 Men Oppose

The Tide of Revolt Gathers Force in the 


Rio Grande do Sul. 


FOUR GARRISONS DESERT THE FLAG OF

The Junta’s Troops Preparing to March 
Upon Rio de Janeiro—Two Monitors 
and a Gunboat Surrender to the Rebels 
An Arsenal at Staghul Attacked—

BUnxOS Arrkes, Argentine, Nov. 14.—Tele- 
grams received here from Paso de Los Libres 
confirm the stories of revolt in the State of 
Rio Grande Do Sul, Brazil, and add to the 
seriousness of the state of 
The Sixth Regiment it is reported has joined 
the ranks ofthe insurgents at the town of 
Uruguayana on the Uruguay River in the 
southwestern part of Rio Grande Do Sul.

The outlook for Fonecsa in the role of a 
dictator is not altogether a cheerful one, 
even in the opinion of his best friends.

ties of his country. His Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, Senor Chermont, evidently places 
much stress in the efficacy of the first of 
these arguments, viz., there is no danger ofa 
restoration of the monarchy, and no schem- 
ing to re-establish it. This is rather a lame 
answer to the grave charge that he has 
practically wiped out the constitution of his

Berlin's Broken Financiers Followed It 
at a Great Pace. 


WILLIAM'S ASSUMPTION OF SUPREME 
‘POWER NETTLES THE BAVARIANS.

The American Hog Is Subjected to Oare- 
gal Scrutiny — The Once Plain Miss 
Galligan Is Now Baroness Kjell Von 
Barnekow — Count Herbert Bismarck 
Importuned to Return to the Reichstag. 


. BERLIN, Nov. 14. Despite the excited 
articles that haverecently appeared in news- 


papers proclaiming a financial crisis here no 
crisis exists, and notwithstanding the 


fallures of the private bankers Hirsch- 


feld & Wolff, Friedlander & Sommerfeld 
and the houses of which Herr Maas was the 
head, and the trouble threatening other 
houses of the same character, the position 
of the large banks and the greater 
financial firms remain solid and public con- 
fidence in the general situation is unshaken. 
The present developments cause no surprise 
among the leaders in high financial circles, 
who have long expected that the 
‘*bubble’’ houses would burst. Some firms of 
greater importance than any which has yet 
collapsed, finding that the run of the public 
was threatening thelr existence, have sub- 
mitted statements to the large financiers, 
and are obtaining assistance from them to 
meet calls made upon them. 

Herr Maas, the self-confessed embezzier, 
lived with the same ostentatious extrava - 
gance displayed by Herr Wolff. He hadtwo 
houses, one at Charlottenburg and a splendid 
residence at Swinemunde. He entertained 
extensively, and his grand wine parties 
and banquets were the subject of much 
comment. As usual in cases of the kind, the 
cry is raised by certain journals that the 
Government ought to intervene a special 
providence for investors. The Germania 
demands thatthe Government shall assume 
the supervision and regulation 
of dealings on the Bourse. The Kreutz 
Zeitung declares that half the banks 
in Berlin are rotten, and urges the Govern- 
ment to Institute an inquiry into their condl- 
tion. 


THE MIGHTY KAISER. 

The Municipal Council of Munich have 
quest‘oned the Burgomaster of the city as to 
the truth of the report that Emperor 
William, on his recent visit to 
Munich, inscribed his name in the 
golden book of the city, adding the words 
‘*‘Suprema lex regis volumas.’’ The state- 
ment was admitted to be true by the Burgo 
master. The Bavarian press protests 
strongly against the assumption by His 
Majesty of prerogatives never con- 
ceded to a Bavarian sovereign, and the 
organs of the Freisinnige party profess 
to find in the incident an illustration of the 
despotic ideas of the Emperor, which contact 
with Parliament must correct. 

The Reichstag will resume its sittings on 
Tuesday next. The report that Prince Bis- 
marek had taken up his residence in 
Berlin for the session of the 
Reichstag is untrue. It is 
not yet Known when the Prince will appear 
in the House. His health requires constant 
attentionand he will undertake a Parlia- 
mentary campaign only when assured of bis 
ability to do so by his physicians. As 
soon as the business of the session 
shall have been opened, the Socialists will 
call up the matter of the imprisonment of 
Deputy Schmidt by the Chemnitz tribanal. 
The claim will be made that the action 
of the tribunal constitutes a  vio- 
lation of the law insuring to 
members of the Reichstag immunity from 
arrest during sessions of that body. The 
commission appointed to consider the best 
method to be adopted for the lessening of 
drunkenness will not report untilafter the 
Christmas recess. ' 

An official inquiry into the report 
that American pork infected with trichinae 
had been imported inco Dusseldorf brings 
out the fact that the diseased pork did not 
bear the stamp of American inspection.

AN AMERICAN BARONESS. 

The case of Mrs. Katherine Robinson and 
Miss Ida Green, who have been suing for the 
estate of the late Baron Von Barnekow, has 
just been decided in favor of the claimants. 
Miss Green, the courts decide, is entitled to 
call herself the Baroness . Von 
Barnerkow, and receives the whole 
of the Baron’s property after his 
debts are pald. Years ago Baron Kjell von 
Barnekow, an officer of the German army, 
after a life of dissipation, filed to America, 
and after a varied career became a runner 
for a hotel in San Francisco under the 
alias of Fred Green. While em- 
ployed in this capacity he became ac- 
quainted with a girl named Galligan. 
The couple lived together, though not 
legally married, but after the birth ef a 
Gaughter the Baron yielded to the importun- 
ity of the girl and married her, thereby, 
under the laws of California, mak- 
ing his daughter, though born out 
of wedlock, his lawful issue. The 
Baron soon resumed his dissipated life, ne- 
glecting and finally deserting his family. His 
wife applied for and was granted. a divorce. 
Baron Von Barnekow subsequently returned 
to Germany, falling heir tothe family title 
estates. Without obtaining a divorce he 
married again. In 1887, a year be- 
fore his Call fornia wife obtained her 
divorce, the Baron died. His second mar- 
riage Was naturally illegal. Without know- 
ing that her husband was dead, Mrs. Green 
obtained a divorce and later on Married a 
sailor named Robinson. A sister of the Baron, 
Countess Von Moltke, wife of a Major in the 
army, a near relative of the Field Marshal, 
suspecting the truth, instituted a search, 
which resulted in the finding of the former 
wife and child ofthe Baron and led to the 
establishment of their claims as the heirs to 
a large though heavily mortgaged estate.

M. DE BRAZZA’S FATE 


The Story of His Murder by Arabs 
Not Confirmed, 


AFRICAN DANGERS HE I8 DARING. IN 
SEARCHING FOR CRAMPEL. 


— 


The French Minister for the Colonies on 
the Alert for News of Both the 
Courageous Explorers—Achievements 
of the Lieutenant’s Expedition and the 
Object of De Brazza’s. 


Pakts, Nov. 14.—Ata late hour this morn- 
ing M. Etienne, the Minister for the Colo- 
nies, had received no confirmation of the 
report that M. De Brazza had deen 
murdered by Mussulman Arabs in Africa 
while on his way to Lake Tchad, in search 
of news as to the fate of Lieut. Paul 
Crampel. M. de Brazza started on his ex- 
pedition last month, taking nearly 400 men 
with him. He believed that he would cer- 
tainly find the murdered body of Lieut. 
Crampel. The Minister is unable ta tell how 
the report of the death of the explorer 
originated, and strenuously denied that the 
stories came from any of his attaches, as the 
papers assert. : 

The Minister believes, however, that he is 
sure to hear some news both from M. de 
Bragza and the daring young Lieutenant 
withia a very few days. With the 
Brazza party there are three expeditions 
now on their way to Jake Tchad, and when 
they visit at the lake hey will be in posses- 
sion of accurate information as to the fate of 
Crampel. Lieut. Mezin with his party has 
started from Yolo toward the lake, and his 
last letter expressed confidence in his ability 
to reach it. Chef de Battailon Mouteil of the 
Marines has started with a party from Sene- 
gal to the lake, and has already overcome 
two-thirds of the distance. Besides these, a 
German force has started from Dahomey, 
with an escort of 600 slaves, and is making 
good progress. 


CRAMPEL’S EXPLORATIONS. 

For the last three years the French agents 
on the Congo have been conducting a series 
of very interesting exploratiqns through a 
region hitherto unknown. After the expedi- 
tions of the brothers De Brazza on the Licona 
and Likoli Rivers, in 1885, which took them 
some 600 mi es from the mouth of the 
Congo, no more exploring parties ventured 
into the North until three years later 
when Pau! mpel, then private secretury 
of M. de Bra na, obtained from his chief au- 
thority to explore the region between the 
0 ne River and the Cameroon Mountains, 
which divide the French and German pos- 
sessions. 

He was able to establish the French pro- 
tectorate as far as the frontier between the 
10th and ith degrees of longitude. The 
courses of twovery important rivers were 
traced, one, the Ivindo, being the peace 
tributary of the Ogoone, and the 
other, the Crampo, 
of the northern frontier line. 

A TRIBE OF DWARFS. 
Crampel’s account of his journey contains 
an interesting description of a tribe of 
dwarfs, the largest of whom was little over 
one metre in height. They inhabit the 
marshy forests and live by hunting elephants 
forthe Pahouin chiefs. They exchange the 
ivory for food, etc., but they are not slaves 
or even menials. In fact, they are very 
independent, and if they become the least 
discontented with thechief they ten 
in the forest and look up a new field of 
action. The Pahouins are only too glad to 
transfer the dangerous occupation of ele- 
phant bunting to these skillful littie men, 
who have been seen by several explorers 
since Crampel. It was in the course of this 
journey that Crampel ‘‘married,’’ that is, 
adopted the little Pahouin girl, Niaringzhe, 
whose bizarre appearance and eccentric 
manners created such a sensation in Paris 
whither she was brought by the explorer, 

AMONG DEADLY FOES. 
The region in which Crampel perished, and 
which M. de Brazza is now probably travers- 
ing is inhabited by the deadliest foes the 
African exploror has to meet. The Birgami 
route, which he has taken was so dangerous 


it was the hope of surpassing the most 
brilliant exploits of that explorer as 
well as the expectation 0 finding 
Crampel’s body that led de Brazza to select 
it. The fanatic Arabs who have overrun the 
interior of Africa are these enemies. 

SUPREME AMONG THE NATIVES. 
The*Arab invasionin Africa ig, character- 
iged in watery A part inwhich Eur ans have 
penetrated by desperate valor in arms, by an 
utter indifference to human life, and above 
all, by an enthusiastic and fanatical belief in 
the faith of Islam. They remind us 
of those ardent followers of the 
prophet who, in the first ages 
of Mohammedanism, bore his  bilood- 
stained standard and his intolerant creed 
from Spain to the confines of China, and well 
nigh overthrew the faith and civilization of 
the ancient world. Indeed, if we are not 
mistaken, they are the same men—the living 
inheritors of the passions, the valor and the 
faith of the soldiers of Mohammed. Before 
the strength of the Christian States they are 
compelled reluctantly to blew, but over the 
unarmed and untutored native races of 
Africa they are supreme.

Mer. O’Bryen, an attache of the Papal 
nousehold and one of the most astute and 
scholarly diplomats in the Roman church, 
arrived in the city yesterday morning and is 
now a guest in the family of Mrs. Joseph 
schnaider, at 1428 Hickory street. The 
Monsignor fills the office of Papal 
Chamberlain to His Holiness Pope Leo 
XIII. When visited last evening 
by a Post-DIsPATCH representative 
he gracefully submitted toaninterview. In 
appearance the Monsignor is very imposing. 
He is tall, extremely, and just removed from 
portliness. His shoulders are slightly stooped, 
indicative of the scholar and the courtier. 
His countenance is open and winning, and 
the suspicion of humor which ever and anon 
gleams from his bright blue eyes is subdued 
by a mass of silvery gray hair which crowns 
his shapely head. The Monsignor’s manner 
is easy, frank and courteous, his voice ex- 
quisitely modulated, with a suggestion of 
rich fullness which betrays his Irish origin. 
His manner of speech is droll, sarcastic or 
intellectual, changing rapidly with the trend 
of the conversation. 

THE POPE’S HEALTH. 

Inanswer to a question regarding the 
Pope’s health, ne replied that f it were not 
for his absolute incredulity regarding all tel- 
egraphic news, he would be Kept ina state 
of constant trepidation. ‘‘I read one day 
that His Holiness is paralyzed, the next day 
he is poorly, andthe next better. They al- 
ways revive him in time to make another 
item outofhim. But seriously, when I left 
Rome afew months ago, the Pope was in 
splendid health, and I have no reason 
to believe that any change has occurred 
since. The only disease he seems to be 
suffering from is Anno Domini’ too much 
of which is the cause of many a man’s de- 
mise. His Holiness is a man of very attenu- 
ated frame and that kind are hard to kill.“ 
INDORSES ARCHBISHOP CORRIGAN’S POSITION. 

The conversation then drifted to the late en- 
cyclical on the condition of labor.

The decision of the Holy Father 
must be unquestionably accepted by every 
one who looks up to him as a teacher. The

FRENCH—EVERSOLE,. 


A Principal Actor in the Bloody Feud 
Tells the Story. 

WINCHESTER, Ky., Nov. 14.—Wesley and 
Wm. Whitaker, the members of the Eversole 
faction from Perry County, who were sen- 
tenced by the local court to spend the 
balance of their daysin prison for murder, 
told a SUNDAY Post-DISPATCH correspondent 
about their different crimes to-day, together 
with those committed by the rest of the 
Eversole faction in Perry County during the 
bloody period which began in 1884. After 
telling of the numerous murders Wesley 


Whitaker gave a full account of 
the famous battle that was fought 
for two days in Hazard dur - 
ing the week of Circuit Court 
in November, 1887, and which was 1 
tated by a quarrel between him and Henry 
Davidson. Saturday before court Green 


Morris came to Whitaker with a request 
from George Eversole that he would come to 
Eversole’s house and permitasham arrest, 
in order to have an excuse for taking a body 
of armed men into Hazard. He went, and 
found there Green Morris, John and George 
Eversole, John McKnight, Hite Baker, Bud 
Gny, Joe Jossance and Blue Bill’’ Bowling 
and others. Sunday they went into Hazard, 
being joined onthe way by several others, 
At Hazard they were joined by Hez Brashers, 
Bill Walker, Eu and Gus Combs, Ed Camp- 
bell and others of the Eversoles. The forces 
numbered about twenty-five, all well armed, 
except the bogus prisoner, Whitaker. 
The purpose of the band was 
to exterminate French and his followers at 
one stroke. If they failed to kill French on 
his entrance to town they were to kili him in 
the Court-house, at whose bar he was a 
prominent attorney. 

The next special objects of their hatred 
were Jesse French, their jailer, and Tom 
Smith, and afterward such of French’s 
friendsasthey could find. When French 
failed to come the next plan was to go to the 
store of Joe Davison and take a barrel of 
whisky by force and thus bring on the fight. 

Wes Whitaker got drunk and raised a row, 
struck Henry Davidson, and the shoot- 
ing began. Davidson ran into the jailer’s 
residence, where he was joined by Bob Proat 
and Jesse Fields, who escaped by jumping 
from the second story window of the Coart- 
house to escape being shot by John Eversole 
and Bud Guy, who had rushed into the 
Court-house for that purpose. They were 
also fired upon while $6. from the house 
below the court-house. It was at this time 
Ed Campbell was killed by Joe Davidson as 
he was firing intothe jailer’s residence and 
for which Davidson was tried here and 
acquitted last November. 

Early next morning, Frank, Pally, Bud, 
Guy, Ance and Bill Bowling went into the 
Court-house loft and 9 firing at some 
men on the graveyard hill, near by. John 
McKnight, who, with Whitaker and others 
had occupied the old Eversole fort, ran to 
the door with his pistolin his hand and was 
shot and killed as he opened the door.

AVENGED A SISTER. 


William McCuddy Fatally Wounds Cas- 
par Streets Last Night. 


7 
THE SHOOTING CAUSED BY AN ATTEMPT- 
ED CRIMINAL ASSAULT. 


MoCuddy’s Sister Had Been Dragged 
Into an Alley by a Man, and Believing 
Streets to Be the Guilty One He Im- 
mediately Shot Him—General Police 
Newa. 


Caspar Streets was shot in the neck and 
mortally wounded at Ninth and Biddle 
streets about 6 o’clock last night by William 
McOCudéy, who claims he did so in defending 
his sister’s honor. streets is a married man, 
28 years of age. and lives on the third floor of 
1422 North Ninth street. His assailant, Will- 
jam McOuddy, is a youth, living with bis 


mother, sister and brother at 820 
Biddle street. According to the 
wounded man’s statement, he was 
crossing Ninth and Biddle streets 


about 6:15 o’clock, on his way home from 
work, when two young men rushed up to him 
and, after looking intently at his face a brief 
moment, drew a revolver and fired one shot. 
The bullet entered the right cheek, 
struck the jaw-bone and lodged in the 
muscles of the neck back of the throat or 
struck the veterbre. Streets dropped to 
the sidewalk as though dead and the two 
young men ran southon Ninth street. An 
officer hearing the shot ran to the corner and 
found Streets bleeding profusely and almost 
suffocating from the flow of 
blood down his throat. A patrol 
wagon was quickly summoned and Streets 
was taken to the Dispensary. Dr. Steinmetz 
attempted toextract the bullet, but Streets 
swooned repeatedly with pain and the oper 
tion was abandoned. His wounds were 
dressed andhe wassent tohishome. Late 
last night Streets had become so weak from 
pain and loss of bloodthe attending physi- 
cians did not think he would recover. 

When the shooting occurred very few pe- 
destrians were on the streets, but one who 
witnessed the shooting saw the two young 
men run south and enter their house. 
Sergt. O’Sullivan and Officers Burke 
and Tracy were then given the 
clue and traced the men to 820 Bidale street, 
where they found William McCuddy and his 
brother John. They were arrested and taken to 
Street’s home as soon as he returned from 
the Dispensary. He positively identified Wm. 
McCuddy as the man who shot him, but 
was not positive that John was with him. 
William then confessed and said he had shot 
Sheets for attempting to assault his sister, 
Mary McCuddy, a pretty 18-year-old girl. 
William said his deter Mary was 
sent to a grocery store near by 
to purchase some food for supper 
and returned home a few minutes later, 
breathless, eand ina state bordering on 
hysterics. Shesaid she was on her way home 
when she was stopped by a man who stood at 
the entrance ofan alley afew doors east of 
her house and that he clasped his hand 
over her mouthband attemp to drag her 
into the alley. She could pot scream, but she 
struggled so fiercely with her assailant that 
she broke his hoid and escaped. She was too 
frightened to make an outcry and the villain 
seeing the incident did not attract attention 
remained atthe mouth of the alley and was 
still standing there when she last saw him as 
she entered her house. She pre a descrip- 
tion of the man and her brother William, en- 
ra at the attempted assault, took his re- 
voiver from a dresser and rushed out of the 
house followed by his brother John. They 
saw aman answering the description given 
by the girl standing on the corner. William 
says that he looked at the stranger closely 
and remarked that he believed the stranger 
to be the man who assaulted a girl at the alley 
a few minutes before. The stranger, Streets 
denied the charge, so William he an 
struck his accuser in the face, knocking him 
to the sidewalk on his back. William re- 
gained his feet anda desperate struggle fol- 
fowed, so William claims, and he would 
have been worsted by Streets had not John 
McCuddy arrived and assisted his 
brother. As soon as McCuddy released 
himself from Streets’ embrace he drew his 
revolver and shot him. After the shooting 
he ran home, Streets was told of William 
McCuddy’s statement, and declared it to be 
false. Hesaid he did not assault the girl, 
and knew nothing of an assault hav- 
in been committed. to the 
fight on the sidewalk, he said 
that was also untrue, as he was shot without 
warning and before a word was spoken. 
From the evidence gathered last night it 
seems as though the McCuddy boys acted 
very hastily, and possibly punished the 
wrong man for the villainous assault on their 
sister. William and John were locked up at 
the Third District Station, charged with 
assault to kill.

According to 
this view moral considerations blind the 
intellect, pervert the judgment and mis- 
lead men as to the true aim of politics, 
which is to realize the greatest amount of 
pure plunder. 

Probably many of these gentlemen 
would repudiate such a doctrine if applied 
to their private life, but they all seem to 
have limber intelligences and supple con- 
sciences. They will admit that it would 
be wrong for one man to coerce another on 
the highway and deprive him of his earn- 
ings. They will agree that a moralist 
might properly enlarge on such a transac- 
tion. But if the coercion is applied 
through an act of Congress in such a way 
that the victim is not directly conscious of 
it—that is quite a different matter; thatisa 
business or political transaction. In the 
first case a moral standard is applied, in 
the second it is exchanged for another 
called expediency.

With Mr. President Harrison

WasuincTros, D. C., Nov. M.—The armor 


plate test made at Indiana Head, Md., to- 
day, under the direction and for the nor- 
mation of the Ordnance Board, was satis- 
factory in the extreme, bearing out in most 
respects the theories under which the Ord- 
nance Bureau of the Navy has been proceed- 
ing during the past year. Prior to the pro- 
Guction of improved armor plate by Amert- 
can manufacturers the nickel steel creusate 
plate produced in France was found to have 4 
the qualities of resistance, coherence and 
elasticity combined to a greater degree 
of. perfection than had ever do- 
fore been secured in naval construc- 
tions. About this time the Ordnance Bureau 
was regarded with high favor the Harvey 
process of treating armor steel, the result of 
the method being to harden the face of the 
plate and to leave a backing of tougher steel, 
which though more easily penetrated than 
the face, had less tendency to shatter. The 
idea of the Harvey process was to shatter the 
projectile upon impact against the. hard face 
of the plate and to depend for coherence on 
the tougher rear part. 


The creusate production of nickel steel 


suggested a more advanced idea, namely, to 
treat a nickel steel plate by the Harvey pro- 
cess, and combine the advantages of doth. 
The result bas demonstrated in the main the 
correctness of the theories advanced in re- 
spect to the new process, and it is now a fact 
that American manufacturers can produce 
armor plate better than the world has hither 
to known. In tests made under precisely the 
same conditions the creusate plate, the best 
that Europe has yet produced, is found in- 
ferior tothe Harveyized nickel steel made by 
two different American firms, each differing 
somewnat in methods of tempering. Even 
with the advancement already noted, it is 
established that a still better plate can be 
produced by American manufacturers, some 
errors of treatment having been discovered, 
and being within the power of remedy. 
Three plates were tested at Indian Head to- 
day. One wasahigh carbon nickel steel 
plate, presumably tempered uniformly 
throughout. This plate was made by Carne- 
gie, Phipps & Co. The second plate, manu- 
factured by the same firm, was a low carbon 
nickel steel plate Harveyized. The third plate 
was of high carbon nickle steel Harveyized, 
mannfactured by the Bethlehem Iron-works, 
a firm that has produced the best 
results in the Harvey process. 
With a slight exception the 
plates were submitted to the same test, 
namely, four shots from a 6-inch rifle, ani 
one shot from an 8-inch breechloading rifie. 
The plates were backed with 
86 inches of oak, which was further reinforced 
by earth. The targets were 87 feet 
fromi the muzzle of the 6-inch gun and four 
feet less from the muzzle of the 8-inch gun. 
Forty-two and one-half pounds of powder 
was used in the 6-inch gun, the projectile be- 
ing of the Haltser pattern, weighing 100 
pounds. The striking velocity was 2,050 feet 
per second. In size the tested plates were 
uniform, being 8 feet high, 6 feet wide and 
10% inches thick. 
The first plate put under fire was a high 
carbon nickel steel plate manufactured by 
Carnegie, Phipps & Co. It was similar to 
the creusate plate tested a year ago. It de- 
veloped the same fault that has heretofore 
been found in these plates, nameiy, a lack of 
resisting power, thus permitting penetration. 
However it showed great elasticity, throwing 
back the projectile in each instance and in 
two cases breaking up projectiles. When 
put to the crucial test of 
eight-inch gun this plate crackea badly, the

LOUISIANA HELPLESS IN THE TOILS OF 
THE LOTTERY. 


Antis and Republicans May Combine as a 
Forlorn Hope—The Duckworth Club of 
Cincinnati Will Cleanse Iteeclf of Un- 
democratic Members — Political Notes 
and News. 


New YorK, Nov. 14.—Governor-elect Mo- 
Kinley of Ohio has been living very quietly at 
his brother’s apartments at the little Hotel 
Hamilton, Forty-second street and Fifth av- 
enue. He has been keeping out of sight of 
the public as much as possible and has de- 
clined to talk on politics for publication. 
Yesterday, however, the SuNDAY Post-D1s- 
PATCH correspondent was accorded an inter- 
view with the Ohio statesman. 

„Governor, there has been so much talk 
about the tariff having been a side issue in the 
Ohio campaign that the Pos r-DiIsrATORH would 
like to get an exact statement from you.’’ 

This was the request that brought the 
Governor half smiling into the hotel parlor. 
He had come in but a moment before from a 
stroll along busy Forty-second street, past 
the Grand Central Depot and down under 
the big shadows of the Third Avenue Ele- 
vated Road. He had taken the walk alone. 
Dressed in black throughout and topped by a 
silk tile, he was the most solemn-looking 
person in the strolling throngs, The black 
ness of his attire accentuated the paleness of 
his features. He seems to revel in black. 
Even his shoes are half covered with black 
cloth gaiters. He walked with his head well 
thrown back and with a rolling gait, like Bob 
Ingersoll. He sat down by the big window 
looking out upon the reservoir, behind whose 
vine veneered walls the sun had already 
almost set. The fading light revealed few 
lines of recent fatigue. The worry of the 
hard campaign seemed to have disappeared. 
Taking a penell and paper he wrote on his 
knee the following: 

The issues in Ohio were made by the two 
party conventions. The Republicans 
declared for protection and honest money. 
These were presented to the people of 
the State and their verdict was free, full, de- 
liberate, There were no side issues. No 
localor personal considerations crept into 
the campaign. The Republicans discussed 
the new tariff law and stood for it on the 
stump, asthey declared for it in their plat- 
form. They avoided neither the principle 
nor the new law, which was constructed 
upon it. The Democratic leaders made the 
sliver issue secondary and refused to discuss 
it. Their attack was against a protective 
tarif andthe new tariff law. The Repub- 
licans avoided neither issue. 

After writing this the Major read it aloud 
slowly and sonorously, and punctuated it 
carefully.

LOUISIANA IN THE TOILS. 


OPPOSITION TO LOTTERY DOMINATION HOPE- 
LESS—A POSSIBLE ALLIANCE. 

NEW ORLEANS, Nov. 14.—The political situ- 
ation in Louisiana is daily growing more ex- 
citing. Five parishes ofthe fifty-elght have 
already held their primaries and of these 
Supreme Justice McEnery, the lottery candi- 
date, was successfulin Orleans, Tensas and 
East Baton Rouge, a total of 172 votes; while 
Capt. Adams, the candidate of the Farmers’ 
Alliance and of the anti-lottery party, has 
captured Avoyeles and Natchitoches with 62 
votes, Three hundred and eighty-three 
votes will be required to secure the nomina- 
tion in Orleans. The vote last Tuesday was 
guiet, notwithstanding the threats of 
those opposed to the lottery tat force 
would be used if the lottery faction resorted 
to intimidation and bribery, In fact, at three 
different points in the city the antis stored 


a considerable number of shotguns and Win- 
chesters, where they could be readily reached 
in case of emergency, but these were not 
used. The lottery, or McEnery, ticket was 
victorious in every ward in thecity. The 
contest was closest in the Twelfth and Four- 
teenth, where, until late in the day, the anti- 
lottery ballots led, but the other side rallied 
in both wards and overcame the difficulty. It 
is charged by the antis that in the 
former the McEnery supporters purchased 
over a hundred votes, the sellers having 
been around the polls all day awaiting a 
ulgher price. In other portions of the city 
the election was orderly, the anti-lottery 
faction conceding defeat and the lottery 
ticket being successful by votes of fiveor 
seven to one. It is expected the country 
parishes will have harder contests, but itis 
now conceded that Mr. Justice McEnery will 
have the support of fully three-fourths of the 
nominating convention, which meets Decem- 
ber 16th. In that event the anti-lottery 
faction will doubtless bolt and maintaining 
their combine with the Farmers’ Alliance, 
will put forward an independent ticket based 
on an anti-lottery platform. 

The feeling engendered by the presence of 
the lottery amendment in the politics of the 
State Is increasing in bitterness. If the anti- 
lottery element finds itself too weak to cope 
with its adversary, the Republican party will 
robably de appealed to fer assistance. 
This sentiment was openly voiced by Con- 
gressman Blanchard a few days ago in an ad- 
dress delivered in one of the country parishes. 
His remarks were to the effect that 
he ‘‘was prepared to turn the 
State over to publican rule for the 
next four years and take the chances of 
again obtaining control by the Democratic 
party, rather than turn it over to the lottery 
for twenty-five years.

BREWER BEATS FULFORD. 

New YorK, Nov. 14.—Capt. John A. Brewer 
succeeded in defeating E. D. Fulford in the 
last of the three great matches yesterday, 
but only after a hard struggle. The men 
each killed ninety-four birds in the regular 


match, and in the supplementary contest the 
Captain made a clean score of twenty-five 
kills, while his opponent slipped 5 on one 
Ayer. Brewer thus wins one and Fulford two 
of the three matches for $200 a side at 100 live 
birds, thirty yards rise and eighty yards

Fulford took to-day’s defeat good-natured- 
ly. Attheclose ofthe matchacrowd gath- 
ered about the contestants. Brewer advanced 
towards Fulfordand said: ‘‘You are the 
toughest man Ihave ever met. I have de- 
feated the best shots in Europe and America, 
and am still willing to defend the title of 
champion. Now, Fulford, I want to shoot 
you a match at 250 live birds for $1,000 a side,

“Fulford immediately accepted the chal- 
lenge andthe men each placed a forfeit of 
$520 in the hands of G. Harry Squires,a son of 
the famous gunmaker. The match will take 
place at Woodlawn Park, L. I., on Satur- 
day, Dec. 12, beginning at10 o’clock in the 
morning. 

Fulford allowed Brewer toname the park 
in which the shoot should take place, and 
the doughty captain was also“ given the 
privilege to select the birds. ‘ 

To-day’s sport began a few minutes after 1 
o’clock. As in the preceeding matches, 
Brewer went to the score first. The first miss 
was made by Fulford. Just as his sixth 
bird flew from the trapastray pigeon came 
directly across the trap, which rather balked 
him and the regular bird, a quartering in- 
comer, made good his escape. Brewer's 
twelfth bird, a direct left quarter, was hit 
with both barrels, but come within a few feet 
of going over the fence. Brewer’s fourteenth 
bird, a direct right arter, reached the 
fence after being wounded with the first bar- 
rel and was grabbed from the outside. His 
seventeenth bird, a direct right quarter, 
also reached the top of the fence, but 
alighted on the ground in 
an instant and was gathered. 
Fulford followed, and witha good display of 
markmanship by killing his sixty-seventh 
and sixty-ninth birds, two speedy drivers, 
with the second barrel. Brewer missed his 
seventy -seventh bird, a slow driver, also his 
eighty-first and eighty- second birds, a 
towerer and a driver respectively, which 
again placed him in the rear. Fulford looked 
a winner all over for the third successive 
time, but his ninety-eighth bird, a driver, 
was wounded and ‘fell to the ground. 
Meanwhile the retriever was tardy in getting 
to work, and the bird regained sufficient 
strength with which tofiy over the fence 
while in the act of being gathered. The men 
were now tied and remained so until the 
end, each killing out of a possible 100 

. birds. The men started to shoot 
of on twenty-five birds. Ful ford 
missed his twelfth bird, a direct 
eight quarterers, which lost him the match, as 
J:rewer made a clean score. The birds tur- 
nished yesterday were very good and only a 
sharp eye and steady nerve could bring them 
back to mother earth.

The Three Men Who Led the Revolu- 
tion in Brazil. 


FONSECA WAS MERELY AN INSTRU- 
MENT IN THEIR HANDS. 


They Made the Soldier President of the 
Brazilian States—Have They Also 
Made Him Dictator?—An Interesting 
Review of the Last Days of the Em- 
pire—Republican Plotters. 


New YorK, Nov. 14.—But little more than 
two years ago Dom Pedro was removed from 
the throne in Brazil and the Republic estab- 
lished. Gen. Fonseca, who might have been 
called at that time the child of fortune, was 
made President through the efforts of the 
combined work of three newspapers and one 
cartoonist. The storyof how Fonseca was 
chosen and why he was chosen comes in long 
after the trains had been laid and the mines 
arranged by three or four men of brains be- 
hind the influential journais of the Empire. 
Da Fonseca was only an element in the com- 
bination, chosen to weld the army to the 
people who had already been educated up to 
the proper point by the journais. Without 
the support of the army the civilian ele- 
ment would have failed, and vice versa to get 


the army Fonseca was taken and 
zerved the purpose. It was not due 
to his instigation that the Republic be- 


came a reality, but only to his co-operation. 
It was said of Fonseca shortly after the 
establishment of the Republic: ‘‘He is the 
nominee of the real authors of the revolu- 
tion. put forward by them to secure the army 
for them, and not the leader of an armed re- 
volt who has called them into his councils to 
represent the civil element. In the first 
place, he is in no sense the idol of the army, 
as was the geat Duke of Caixias, the hero of 
Paraguay, of glorious memory. Caixias was 
capable of inspiring even the bloodless rub- 
der gatherers of the Amazon, whom the 
necessities of the war had drafted into 
is ranks, with something of his own 
dashing courage and vigorous Iiloyalty. 
Gen. Fonseca cannot infuse his personality 
the mixed elements which compose the 
Brazillian army m any such way,and unless 
he did he could not Dring them to face the 
people for twenty-four hours, were he to at. 
tempttoshape the Government to his own 
ends. The troops for ten years past have had 
.onotion of loyalty to their sovereign and 
have become intimately associated with the 
>G@pulace and its aspirations. To have called 
upon the army to further hisambitions would 
have been only to distribute so many rifies 
among the people. In the second place, Gen.

IS SAFE IN CANADA. 


Chris Buckley, the Blind Boss of San 
Francisco Politics. 


HE SAYS HE WILL RETURN WHEN THE 
GRAND-JURY ADJOURNS. 


Claims to Have Left California Under His 
Physician’s Orders — He Likes a Cola 
Climate— A Leaf From the History of 
the Man Who Made Himself Master of 
Ean Francisco. 


MONTREAL, Nov. 14,.—The remnant of 
American gentlemen in temporary retreat in 
Montreal is small, but well watched. The 
last toarrive is Chris Buckley, the ‘‘Blind 
Boss of San Francisco, and he shows no dis- 
position to change his residence, though 
there was a report last night that he contem- 
plated a visit to Europe. Buckley was seen 
at his house to-day, and he gave denial to the 
report, saying that he was perfectly satisfied 
where he was. The firstthat was known in 
Montreal of Buckley wasin a dispatch, in 
which it was stated that he had fied to 
Candda to avoid appearing before the 
Grand-jury. A few days afterwards he regis- 
tered at St. Lawrence Hallas Christopher A. 
Buckley, San Francisco, with his wife and 
Secretary J. Randolph. He stated on his ar- 
rival that he would remain here a week and 
then go to Quebec, Toronto and New York 
and then return to San Francisco. But Buck- 
ley is still here. Fora week he lived at St. 
Lawrence Hall and then took a comfortable 
house at No. 745 Sherbrook street, where he is 
living quietly, coming down town every 
morning with his secretary to the Post office, 
where he gets a voluminous mall. Buckley 
persists in stating that he is master of his 
Own Movementsand will return to San Fran- 
cisco when he gets ready. 

Asked as tothe cause of the excitement 
about his leaving the Pacific coast, he said 
that he had come away under his physician’s 
orders. He had already tried different parts 
of Europe and now was recommended to try 
If, when winter sets in, 
he is not benefited he will go home. The 
Grand-jury, he said, was an Illegal one, con- 
trolled by his political enemies, and when 
they went out of power in January he would 
have no further annoyance. There was no 
need to extradite him; he would go back in

BUCKLEY’s CAREER. 
A gentleman in Montreal, who knows the 


closures made by the San Francisco Grand- 
jury changed the salubrious climate of Call- 
fornia materially, so far as Buckley was con- 
cerned. He saw the penitentiary staring him 
in the face, and slipped away before his ar- 
He and three other men 
had plundered the treasury in such a 
ruthless way that their conviction upon 
evidence in possession of the Grand-jury | 
would have been certain if their capture had 
been effected. No man has exercised during 
the t ten years so great an influence in the 
politics of the Pacific Coastas Buckley. The 
way in which he fastened his clutches an 
very avenue which yielded political ‘‘pap’’ 
and emolument in the short space of a single 
decade has scarcely a parallel in the history 
of American bussism. Aithough ostensibly a 
convert to Democracy he could scarcely be 
said to haveany definite political convictions. 
Money was his politics, and it was often said 
of him, whether true or not, that it was even 
his god. He manipulated politics with a 
power that seemed magic rather than ordi- 
nary or human, and dealt out rewerds to his 
henchmen at the people's expense, with less 
regard for popular will than if he werea 
monarch with ‘‘the divinity that doth hedge 
a king. He took the money of Republican 
and Democrat alike, and whenever the for- 
mer offered more he nominated a weak Dem. 
ocrat for office, sothat his Republican oppo- 
nent would de sure to win. He bied the indi- 
vidual and the corporation, the orphan and 
the widow; the heathen and the ristian, 
with as little regard for their circumstances 
and the justice of their claims as if they were 
ry and soulless gambling chips to be 
handied without scruples except such as 
tended to produce the profits of the game. 
TOTALLY BLIND. 

Some years ago he became tojglly blind. 
The loss to Mr. Buckley of his eyclheent. while 
it was a serious setback to him in many 
ways, did not, however, prevent him from 
acquiring an ascendency in politics second 
to no one west of the Rocky Mountains. 
With the loss of his eyesight and his absten- 
tion from intoxicating liquors his intellect 
became more clear and active. He was 
obliged to keep a secretary. who read to him 
every morning all matters of interest in con- 
nection with State and county politics. He 
5002 — — a most minute . of 
politics in every locality in the State, knew 
the names and characters of every person 
identified with them asthoroughly as if he 
had lived tn their midst every — of his Ute. 
At State conventions and politi gatherings 
this knowledge gave him an advantage with 
which no other man was so well armed. 

Up to the present year Buckley continued 
his hold on the political officesin San Fran- 
cisco and throughout the State, aithough for 
some years past many powerfulefforts have 
been made by respectable ocrats, on 
whom his regime was bringing disgrace, as 
well as by Republicans, to ve him out of 
politics and out of the State, but they were 
unsuccessful. Now, however, they seem to 
have succeeded, and it will be interesting to 
see how far the magic political qualities he 
has so successfully employed during the last 
ten years will avall him clearing himself 
from the. vast array of charges that he will 
have to face if he ventures to return to Call- 
fornia.

WHAT THE WORLD IS TALKING ABOUT. 


The Peace of Eurobe—Prince Bismarck-— 


Tariff and the African Question Discussed by Foremost Writers. 


‘‘Sunday at the World’s Fair’’ is discussed 
by Wm. H. Armstrong in the November 
Arena, He severely criticises the argu- 
ments of Elliott F. Shepard, Dr. Patton 
and others of the American Sabbath Union. 
On reading the addresses and petitions 
presented by the above named persons, I 
was surprised to see the diversity of names 
given tothe first day of the week. Some 
called it the ‘Sabbath day,’ others ‘Sun- 
day,’ while others, alas, termed it the 
‘American Sabbath’—none of them having 
Bible authority for the names given. This 
inadvertence might be excused in these 
gentlemen were they not posing as mold- 
ers of public thought and teachers of Bible 
truth, while they are endeavoring to palm 
off Sunday upon the National Columbian 
Commission as a ‘holy day,’ for which they 
cannot produce Bible authority.’’ Mr. 
Armstrong makes a strong argument 


pleads for the inward devotion to right- 
eousness rather than the letter of the law. 
In addition he has a few words on individ- 
ual liberty, and puts in a plea for the work- 
ingmen. No man has the right of dic- 
tating to another how he shall rest. What 
is rest for one man would bean unpleasant 
strain upon another; to illustrate: The 


church people, mostly the wealthy class, 


who are not bound with labor’s chains, can 
doas they please, enjoy all the amuse- 
ments—the ball, theater, lecture, concert, 
card party, etc., throughout the week, so 
when Sunday comes it is a rest for them to 
ride to church, glide up the aisles, listen to 
the deep, solemn sounding tones of the 
organ, glance around at the rich toilets, 
hear a pleasant short lecture, greet friends 
and return home for a nice dinner. The 
poor laboring man who has none of these 
things would feel out of place among all 
that culture, wealth and luxury, so he 
must seek other diversion.’’ In conclusion 
Mr. Armstrong denounces the Pharisaism 
which he says is at the bottom of the Sun- 


day closing movement. 


In the November Forum the historian, 
Edward A. Freeman, writes a caustic 
article on Dangers to the Peace of Eu- 
rope,’’ in which he administers a biting re- 
buke to newspaper correspondents who 
accustom men’s minds to the idea of war by 
sedulously propagating rumors of war for 
which there may or may not be founda- 
tion. Im this practice he sees a real 
danger tothe peace only less potent than 
the whims of princes or the passions of 
peoples. In the antagonism between 
France and Germany is seena real popular 
feeling and a legitimate cause Of war as 
distinguished from the selfish dynastic 
considerations which often precipitate 
conficts. Mr. Freeman is especially bitter 
in his denunciation of the House of Austria, 
which, he thinks, has less ground on 
which to ask the moral support of the world 
than hasthe robber Turk. The latter has 
his creed, but the Hapsburg has only his 
own selfish and worthless family to fight 
for. 

Aside from the Franco-German danger, 
Mr. Freeman looks upon the situation in 
southeastern Europe as the most serious, 
On this he contendsthatthe great powers 
have no excuse for longer tolerating the 
presence of the Turk. Four of them— 
France, Germany, Italy and Great Britain— 
have no conceivable interest in prolonging 
the oppression of southeastern Europe. 
France clearly has none; but we Know not 
what she may be led into by a Russian alll- 
ance. Germany and Italy assuredly have 
none; but we know not what they may be 
led into by an Austrian alliance. Great 
Britain assuredly has none, though certain 
people make it their business to say that 


she has, and are not ashamed tosay that, 


if British interests call for the enslavement 
of certain ple those people must be en- 


slaved. The writer scouts the belief that 
British interests are endangered by Russian 
aggrandizement on the Bosphorus, but he 
says the right thing to do is to divide south- 
eastern Europe among the people of that 
quarter according to their nationalities, 


Senator John T. Morgan of Alabama dis- 
cusses The Dangers ofthe Farmers’ Alli- 


ance’’ in the November Forum. It seems 
to be true that every industrial society is 
looking to Congress to falleviate the condi- 
tion of every laboring man. The real cause 
of this appeal to Congress is the conscious- 
ness of these classes that Congress has 


given direct aid to the power of concen- 
trated capital and credit by its legislation 
in respect of taxation, finance and trans- 
portation and these societies naturally ex- 


pect reilet from that quarter.’’ Notwith- 
standing their natural aversion to class 
legislation thejfarmers have been forced into 
the attitude of beggars for loans by the 
oppressive operation of legislation enacted 


in tne interest ot other classes. But they 
understand the policy and will sooner or 
later go back to Democratic principles. 
They regard the avowed purpose to 
destroy foreign commerce in such articles 
as can be produced in the United States, at 
whatever cost to the consumer,as a deciara- 
tion of commercial warfare against the 
countries to which the farmers are com- 
pelled to look fora market for all their re- 
dundantcrops. A high-priced home mar- 


ket for what they must buy, and an im- 


poverished foreign market for what they 
must sell, impress the farmers with the 
conviction of serious injustice. This feel- 
ing is greatly aggravated by the fact that 
the men to whom they pay such tribute 
have the advantage of purchasing their 
surplus farm products at prices fixed in 
the pauperized European Markets. 

Given freedom from unjust tariff laws 
and the farmer will not ask help of any- 
body. The farmers’ movement is educa- 
tional and the result will be the adoption 
of Democratic principles. 


A pleasant glimpse of English university 


life for women is afforded by an article 
with that caption by Anne J. Clough, in the 
November Forum. The daily life of the 
young women, their studies, games and 
trials are graphically described. The most 
interesting passage is perhaps that relating 
to the health of the students: 


Mrs. Henry Sidgwick, who a couple of 
years ago published carefully compiled 


Statistics of the health of the students in 
the four colleges of Oxford and Cambridge, 
came to the conclusion that their health 
did, on the whole, go down slightly while 
at — but that it improved after - 
wards. 


The examinations no doubt do try them; 


but it is diMicult to insure very good work 


without them, though possibly they might 


be less severe, Those of our students who 
have done the best have worked from six 
to eight hours daily. Some work more. 
Those who go in for natural sciences often 
exceed this hour; but there isa great vari- 
ety in the practical work. 


1 think there is considerable im prove- 


ment among the students in this respect. 
They have learned how to manage their 
work, and they come better pre- 
pared. It would be well to encourage a 
year’s residence, after the examinations 
are over, for reading ana study. Miss 


Fawcett, a Newnham student who was

W. O. Atwater in the November Century 
writes a most interesting article on the 
Food Supply of the Future.

So strangely yet simply 
it comes about that in the providing of 
what is essential for the best welfare and 
highest happiness of mankindin the fu- 
ture, the things which have seemed 
farthest from our reach, nitrogen and 
energy—(in the form of steam and elec- 
lectricity) are the very ones which Provi- 
dence places about us at all times and in 
utterly inexhaustible amounts.

which it is now moving rapidly and surely.

popular impression that our best artists 
are disloyal to American art because they 
do not draw their inspiration from motives 
to be found within our political boundaries 
There is a species of patriotic glamour 
which invests the phrase ‘American Art’ 
with an importance and with possibilities, 
which surely do not exist in this cosmopoli- 
tan age. They forget that the majority of 
European artists who have made fame and 
fortune have sought their subject outside 
the bounds of their own nationalities. 
_They ignore the fact that the true elements 


ofart which made it characteristic of a 


people and therefore a national art are 
found, not in the subject, butin the mind 
of the artist himself.“ Answering the 
question, Why do American artists success- 


ful abroad deteriorate on their return? Mr. 


Millet ‘points to the verdict of the world on 
the works of American artists in foreign 
salons: that when they are of surpassing 
merit they are indistinguishable from the 


works of their masters; indicating that 


they are still in the leading reins of tradi- 
tion and the glorification of technique. On 
returning too many abandon their work and 
go to teaching. Nevertheless Mr. Millet 
contends that what we have done inart 
during the past quarter ofa century is un- 
paralled in the history of nations. 


Emilio Castelar, the Spanish Republican 


orator, does not beli@ve that Prince Bis- 
marck will add to his fame when he goes in- 
to the German Parliament and ranges 
himself with his old enemies in opposition 
to the Emperor. In the Arena for Novem- 
ber Senor Castelar criticises the great 
chancellor for his short-sighted statecraft 
and expresses the belief that in persistent- 
ly underrating modern Democratic influ- 
ences and founding an empire on the power 
of the sword he was guilty ofa blunder 
which will seriously mar his fame, And in 
erecting a system of personal power with 
the Hohenzollern as the fountain of author- 
ity he brought about his own ruin. ‘‘Bis- 


marck preferred to maintain himself in 
power by the help of the Kings—quite the 
contrary of what Gladstone does,who main- 
tains his sovereign. Whom can he blame 
but himself? Emperors are accustomed to 
be ferocious with their favorites when they 
are weary of them. * * * William II. 
has morally beheaded Bismarck, without 
any other motive than his imperial 
caprice.’’ The old chancellor will be out 
of place in the Parliament, because he does 
not understand the parliamentary system. 
In the sessions of parliament he will re- 
semble the plutked and cackling hen 
thrown by the Sophists into Socrates’ lec- 
ture-room.’’

Conduct as a Fine Art—Ethics Based on 


Reason Rather Than Authority—The 


New Books. 
In the fall of 1889 the American Secular 


Union, a national association having for its 
object the complete separation of Church 


and State offered a prize of $1,000 for the 


best essay, treatise or manual adapted to aid 
teachers in our free public schools to thor- 
oughly instruct children and youth in the 
purest principles of morality, without incul- 
cating religious doctrine.’’ 


The result of this offer is the volume entl- 


tled Conduct as a Fine Art, containing 


The Laws of Daily Conduct’’ and Char- 


acter Bullding,’’ by Nicholas P.G ilman and 
Edward P. Jackson, respectively. Between 
these two the prize was divided. 


It is hard to imagine anything simpler or 


more practical than Mr. Gilman’s essay. 
Without a single reference to religious doc- 
trines the moral law is set forth in terse, 
nervous style, adapted to the understandings 
of children and young people and in such 
wise that the practical application is easily 
made. There is no preaching or advice. Per- 
haps this isthe very best thing that can be 
said for the book. Onthecontrary, the in- 
telligence is appealed to as the critic of eth- 


ical rules; the reason of the moral law is 
elucidated, and in itg reason is found its 


validity. 


The nature oflawasan invariable and in- 
exorable sequence is explained and illus- 
trated. The moral lawis not separated by 
any definite line from the others, but takes 
its place as part of the law of nature. Viola- 
tion or infraction of any law which is one of 
the uniformities of nature is always followed 
by its natural consequences and how this 
comes about is shown by many examples and 
comparisons. Obedience to the laws of hy- 
giene means conforming our actions to our 
knowledge of those laws, 80 as to be 
healthy and so far happy. The wise man val- 
ues health greatly. He knowsthat he did not 
make the rules of health and that he can not 
unmake them. They are the bottom facts of 
human nature which all mankind cannot 
destroy. We must then, if we wish to be 
welland strong and havea good animal life, 
submit ourselves to the guidance of those 
who know the laws ofhygiene and le of 
them how to fx our habits.’’ In other rds 
find out nature’s way and adopt it. Now, 
what do we mean especially by moral law? 
When we speak these two words we imply

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HOW THE DUKE OF CAMBRIDGE FAILED 
TO REACH A THRONE. 


But the Princess Victoria and a Blind Boy 
Stood in the Way-—His Early Home 
Life—With the Army in the Crimea as 
Commander-in-Chief. 


Special Correspondence SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH. 

Lorpor, Nov. 3.—Few men have had such 

a narrow escape of being a king, whether 
they liked it or not, asthe Duke of Cam- 
bridge; but it happened so long ago that no- 
body thinks of that bluff, purly soldier as 
ever having been a possible successor to the 
throne. Let u was only the slenderest of 
chances that prevented him from being 
George V., by the grace of God King of Great 
Britain and Ireland, defender of the faith, 
and the rest of it. 
3 Lord Byron said of George III. that 
the only virtue he had was fidelity to 
abad, ugly woman. Certainly he was a 
model of conjugal devotion, notwithstand- 
ing that ‘‘snuffy old Charlotte, as his 
queen was irreverently called in England, 
was one of the least attractive and most dis- 
agreeable women living. They led a regu- 
lar Darby and Joan existence, and had no 
fewer than fifteen children besides several 
that died in early infancy. Out of this large 
brood of royalties, seven princes lived to be 
middle aged men, namely, the Prince of 
Wales, afterwards King George IV. 
the Duke of York, the Duke of Clarence, 
afterwards King William IV., the Duke 
of Kent, the Duke of Cumberland, aft- 
erwards King of Hanover, the Duke of Sus 
sex, and the Duke of Cambridge. Yet, when 
Geore III. died, blind and idiotic, at the age 
of 8, in 1820, there seemed to be a serious 
danger of the direct succession of the 
throne falling altogether. Like many 
other pious fathers, the old King 
was totally unable to bring up his sons 
in the paths of rectitude. A worse 
lot of reprobates, probably, were never 
furnished by a single family. Thére was 
hardly one of them whose life was not a pub- 
lic scandal. The Prince of Wales, called by 
his flatterers the first gentleman in Eu- 
rope, was certainly the greatest black guard 
in England, and the Duke of York was pre- 
cious little better. If the others did not carry 
their profligacy quite to such outrageous 
lengths as the other brothers, it was because 
they were always in dif cuities for money, 
and also because women got control of them, 
who made them behave with some sort of 
decency. 

Early in the reign of George III. a law had 
been passed called the Royal Marriages act, 
which made it unlawful for any member of 
the royal family to marry anybody not of 
royal blood, without the consent of the sov- 
ereign. Yet the Prince of Wales, the Duke of 
York, the Duke of Clarence and the Duke of 
Sussex all married, at least once, against the 
law, and had large families. The marriages 
of the first three were simply ignored, and 
they all married again, In the royal degree, 
but all died without lawfulchildren. The

The Bears Amuse Themselves Very In- 
dustriously Throughout the Week. 


GOSSIP ABOUT COAL STOCKs—VANDER- 
BILT DESIGNS ON THE SAKE, 


No Great Excitement Anywhere About 
Anything—Europe Not Frightened Over 
the Brazilian Row—Heavy Cotton Re- 
ceipts and Prices Weak—Coffee Ascends 
a Few Points. 


WALL STREET, New York, Nov. 14.—Events 
on the Stock Exchange last week, although 
far from important, afford food for reflection 
to that large contingent of speculators al- 
ways on the alert for signs which indicate 
the state ofthe public pulse. Speculation is 
governed so largely by sentiment that it is of 
the greatest importance to professionals to 
correctly guage the feeling of those who 
trade in a bundred or two of the active 
stocks, rather than that of the plungers 
who deal in thousands for a turn of 
a point or so. If a sufficient num- 
ber of outsiders can de induced 
to take a positive stand, whether on one side 
or the other, it is equivalent to being able to 
read the ultimate course of prices regardless 
of the influences which sway the market 
from day to day. 5 

Throughout the greater part of the week 
just closed the bears worked vigorously to 
frighten holders into selling, and, with this 
end in view, concocted various stories calcu- 
lated to alarm these who are without the 
means of tracing rumors to their source. 
The foreign situation was used for all 
it was worth. The suspensions of 
bankers in Berlin were magnified into 
events of great importance, whereas they 
were regarded as of little moment at the cen- 
ter of disturbance. The political troubles in 
Brazil were utllized toan extent way beyond 
their real significance. As consols and rentes 
have not yet been discardedas a barometer 
of the variations in political and financial 
affairs abroad, no particular uneasiness has 
been felt in banking circles or by leading op- 
erators on this side; but to the unthinking 
the cable advices reporting an upheaval! in 
South America are viewed ina serious light 
and induced more or less selling. 

The great bear point, however, has been 
the apprehension that the heavy production 
of anthracite coal will bring about a crisis in 
the trade, the fear having been increased by 
the sharp break in Delaware & Hudson dur- 
ing the last couple of months. The trouble 
is that the selling of this stock has been sur- 
rounded with much mystery. There is little 
doubt that while the bears have sold it 
**ghort’’ a good deal of long' Delaware & 
Hudson has come upon the market. As at- 
ready stated in these columns, one theory is 
that outsiders have got out because the 
company finds itself in a ition where the 
opening up of new mines in its territory has 
become an absolute necessity and that it will 
accordingly have to make large e ndi- 
tures. Another theory is that the Vanderbilt 
interest, having made an unsuccessful at- 
tempt to obtain control of the property, has 
been getting out its stock. The story which 
finds most credence, however, is that the 
Vanderbilts were determined to have the 
Delaware & Hudson, in order to secure a 
part of the anthracite coal bnsiness, which 
oe f have always lacked, and that they 
fin depressing the stock the easiest 
way of accomplishing their purpose, the 
uncertainty already excited concerning the 
condition of the trade, and the threats about 
paralleling the company’s lines being relied 
uponto make timid stockholders an easy 
prey. This may be wholly incorrect, since 
the position assumed by the Vanderbilts 
since 18883. when the late William H. was 
forced into purchasing the West Shore, is 
well known; but the impression having gone 
abroad that the Delaware & Hudson is to be 
forced into the New York Central system, 
this story is given as a part of the current 
gossip of the street.

NEWS FROM THE MINES, 


ITEMS OF INTEREST FROM THE GREAT 
CABBONATE CAMP. 


An Excellent Showing for October—The 
Output of the Smelters—Work on the 
Bohn Shaft—A Triple Consolidation 
The Hawkeye Shaft—Local Gossip. 


LEADVILLE, Colo., Nov. 4.—A resume of 
the work here for October discloses the fact 
that the month was a most creditable one, 
and that apart from the exceptional work in 
the new mines, a tremendous impetus has 
been given the smelting industry. Though 
but twelve stacks were in blast during Octo- 
ber, the builion result was 1,337 tons, pro- 
duced from 13,500 tons of crude ore. The oc- 
casion of this small mumber of furnaces in 
blast was in each instance caused by the 
many important improvements now going 
on in these works. Those of the Arkansas 
Valley alone cre so important that they will 
effect a radical change there and bring the 
capacity up to the neat figure of 380 tons a 
month, while the St. Louis Smelting & Refin- 
ing Co. have already three of the new en- 
larged furnaces in blast and is now engagea 
in tearing down and rebuilding the fourth 
on the same lines. The American Smelter is 
about to build the seventh furnace, which 
will materially increase their production of 
bullion, andthe Elgin works have all the ore 
that they care to treat, as they make a 
practice of only running two furnaces, In 
toto the work of the local smelters was as 
follows:

WORK ON THE PENROSE. 

The Penrose work has been so far advanced 
that the cutting of the big pump station, just 
above the contact at the 500 foot level is now 
going on with the water so bad in the bottom 
as to necessitate the employment of two No. 

These are kept busy, 
it being the intention to put ina 1,000-gallon 
a-minute pump,in this station, before sinking 
into the contact which is about twenty feet 
deeper.

A NEW RICHMOND. 


A. C. Matthews a Rival of Private Joe 
Fifer. 


— 


HE I AMBITIOUS TO SECURE THE GU- 
BERNATORIAL NOMINATION. 


An Unexpected Development in the Field 
of Illinois Politics Gov. Fifer Will Not 
Have a Walkover—Matthews Mending 
His Fences and Surveying the Fiela— 
General Illinois News. 


SPRIXGFIFLD, II., Nov. 14.—For some little 
time past the politicians have settled them - 
selves down to the belief that so far as A. O. 
Matthews was asa candidate for 
Governor Private Joe F had little to fear. 
Mr. Matthews has been doing little and has 
said less than any other prospective cand!- 
Gateon thelist, and the conclusion had al- 
most been arrived at that he had concluded 
to stay in Washington and enjoy his comfor- 
table salary there rather than run counter to 
the opposition, and in trying to please every- 
body as well as himself would please nobody 
and get rid of his donkey in the speculation. 
But just as Fifer’s friends had settled them- 
selves down into such a quiet belief Matthews 
comes upon the scene. 

MATTHEWS’ CANDIDACY. 

Matthews was a representative from the 
Thirty-eighth District in the Legisiature. He 
served several times in that capacity and 
was Speaker of the House during one session. 
He was the last commanding officer of the 
Ninety-ninth Illinois Volunteer Infantry in 
the late unpleasantness; was Collector of 
Internal Revenue from 1969 to 1875 in the Ninth 
IIIinois District, which takes in the city of 
Springfeld. From that position he resigned 
and was appointed Supervisor of Internal 
Revenue, which he also resigned July 1, 1876. 
When Harrison was elected Matthews, 
through energy and friendship and manipula- 
tion, managed to get into the Controliler’s 
oficein Washington. He still recollects the 
day when the Governorship of the State 
of Illinois would have been beyond 
his wildest dreams, and now his 
ardent wish would be to cut away from a po- 
sition which is little more than a clerkship, 
and return to this State and seat himself in 
the Governor’s chair. The patronage of this 
State is much—the mingling with the crowds 


It Vas in this spirit that Matthews came 
here yesterday, and gave it out in a quiet 
way that he wanted to down Fifer. He wanted 


wanted to size up the situation. To learn the 
strength of Fifer was also one of his objects. 
He has been closeted with friends here the 
few hours in which he remained, and he 
went away in a dubious frame of mind. 
When he has tried his lawsuits his mind wil! 
become more clear, and before he leaves the 
State—some seven days hence—he will have 
given birth to his pronunciamento, to the 
effect that he is a full-fledged candidate, and 
from that day forward Fifer will have to wa 
ter his iaureis every hour in order that they 
may not prematurely decay. 

FIFERK NOT ANXIOUS, 
In the meantime Gov. Fifer is absolutely 
serene. He says he has no quarrel with any 
one. He is attending to his duties and when 
the conflict demands his exertions he will be 
found equal tothe occasions. And he is not 
speaking in an idle manner. His opponents 
have found that he is stronger in the State 
than they had ever dreamed. If, as he him- 
self says, the people want a change of ad- 
ministration he has nothing to say. He will 
neither coax nor flatter, nor use any ques- 
tionable methods to obtain the nomination 
and his manly independence in this respect 
will give him strength while the self-seekers 
will fall short of their ambition simply 
through their unwarranted persistence and 
determination. 
but apart from all this the Democrats are 
going to have something to say, and there 
are keen -sighted, conservative men who put 
it forth that they will have all to say, and 
that the Republicans are running over the 
polished keys like the woman playing the 
piano—for their own ‘‘amazement.’’

Meeting of Delegates to the National 
W. C. T. U. in Boston. 


WHAT HAS BEEN ACCOMPLISHED DUR- 
ING THE PAST YEAR. 


Petition of 30,000 Young Women to Cok 
lege Students Asking That Wine Be 
Banished From Banquets—Progress of 
the Great Battle Against Intemperunce 
—Lecturers in the Field. 


Bostow, Mass., Nov. l4.—The scenes of 
yesterday were re-enacted at the opening of 
to-day’s session of the convention of the Na- 
tional W. OC. T. U., the great number of peo- 
ple, other than delegates, asking admission 
to Tremont Temple, creating such confusion 
that the work of the convention was delayed 
fully an ‘hour. Miss Willard called it to 
order. It was announced that a telegram 
was received late last night from the Gov- 
ernor of Washington asking that the next 
convention should be held in Seattle. 

Mrs. Caroline B. Buell, Chairman Depart- 
ment of Organization, spoke of the relation of 
organization to the extension of the temper- 
ance Cause, and the progress made. She re- 
ported that the number of unions organized 
was 159; number of Ys organized, 14; number 
of loyal legions organized, 9; number of ad- 
dresses made during the year, 618; unions 

visited and revived, 64; children’s meetings 
2 848; number of women’s meetings held, 


Mrs. Sophia H. Grubb of Wisconsin, Super- 
intendent of the Department of Work Among 
Foreign People, made her report. 

Mrs. Frances J. Barnes of New York next 
told of the ‘‘young women’s work.’’ 

Mrs. Barnes, who is National Superintend- 
ent of Young Women’s Temperance Work, 
spoke ofa petition, bearing the names of 
80,000 young women to college students and 
graduates asking that wine be banished from 
class suppers. In regard tothe work of the 
World’s W. C. T. U. Mrs. Barnes reported 
that in New Zealand and other countries, in- 
cluding South Africa, many of the 1 
unions have been formed. 

Mrs. Helen G. Rice of Massachusetts re- 
ported for the juvenile work. She said that 
the W. C. T. U. has the signature of the con- 
fectioners ofthe city that they would sell no 
alcoholic confectionery. The work of the 
Department of Prevention «was next pre- 
sented, the topic — What are the rela- 
tions of health, hereditary and physical cul- 
ture to the battle against intemperance, and 
what is each department doing to pre- 
vent it?“ |

Neither 
does he want anything to do with 
the League. He is heartily sick 
of League methods, and longs for a club in 

he American Association, with its Sunday 
games and cents admission, under which 
regime Abell and the Brookiyn Club made 
their money. It is a generally accepted fact 
that the club’s jump to the League was 
financially ruinous to Brooklyn, and that is 
largely the cause of the present break-up 
among the owners of the club. 

President Von der Ahe stated last evening 
thatthe American Association may decide to 
make next year’s circuit twelve clubs, as an 
offset, if nothing else, to the twelve-club 
scheme of the League.

QUAINT AND INTERESTING CUSTOMS 


PRACTICED BY OUR FOREFATHERS. 


How to Get a Sight at Your Future Hus- 
band—Virtues of Fasting—Dreams Pro- 
duced by Eating Hard-Boiled Bass- 
Affectionate Plants. 


Written for the SUNDAY Posr-Disr Aron. 

Some of the love divinations practiced by 
English maidens a few hun red years ago, 
are very quaint and interesting. Their ori- 
gin, in many instances, may be traced to the 
mythology of the Pagans, and beyond, until 
lost in the mists of antiquity. Nota few, in 
a modified form, are religiously believed to- 
day and employed by the superstitious rus- 
tics in both this country and in England. 

In ancient times in England, St. Agnes’ 
Eve (Jan. 20,) was a night of great import- 
ance to girls who desired to know whom they 
should marry. The first requirement to in- 
sure success, was they should not eat on this 
day. Those who conformed to it called it: 
**Fasting St. Agnes’ fast. 

There were many rules tobe observed by 
lad tor lass, who was anxious to discover 
their lovers; the majority of them have been 
lost in the passage of the long years since 
these divinations were firmly adhered to by 
the English boys and giris. One was: Upon 
St. Agnes’ night you take a row of pins and 
pull out every one, one after another, saying 
a Pater Noster, isticking a pin in your sleeve, 
and you will dream of him or her you shall 
marry.’’ 

Ben Johnson wrote: 


And on sweet St. Agnes’ night. 
Please you with the promised sight. 
Some of husbands, some of lovers, 
Which an empty dream discovers. 


Keats’ poem, The Eve of st. Agnes. will 
tell more of this superstition in beautiful 
rhyme, to which the reader is referred. 

There are several divinations connected 
with Midsummer Eve, at which date the 
future husband would be seen. Ina very old 
book a personal experience is thus told. I 
and my two sisters tried the ‘dump cake’ to- 
gether; you must know two must make it, 
two break it and the third put under each of 
their pillows, but you must not speak a word 
all the time, and then you will dream of the 
man you are to have. This we did, and to 
be sure I did nothing all night but dream of 
Mr. Blossom. The same night exactly at 12 
o’clock, I sowed hemp-seed in our back yard, 
and said to myself: 


Hemp-seed I sow, 
Hemp-seed I hoe; 

And he that is my true love, 
Come after me and mow. 


will you believe me? I looked back 
and saw him behind me, as plain as 
eyes could see him. After that 


I took a clean shift and wetted it, and turned 
it wrong side out, and hung it to the fire upon 
the back of a chair, and very likely my sweet- 
heart would have come and turned it right 
again (for I had heard his step), but was 
frightened, and could not help speaking, 
which broke the charm. 
THE ‘‘MIDSUMMER MEN.“ 

„1 likewise stuck up two ‘Midsummer 
Men,’ one for myself and one for him. Now 
if his had died away, we should never have 
come together, but I assure you his blowed 
andturned tomine. Our maid, Bettie, tells 
methatif Igo backwards, without a word, 
into the garden upon midsummer eve, and 
gather a rose, and keep itinaclean sheet of 
paper, without looking at it till Christmas 
day,it willbe as fresh as in June, andifl 
then stick itin my bosom, he that is to be my 
husband will come and take it out.“ 

In an old ballad written in 1786, whose 
author I have been unable to discover, en 
titled ‘‘A Cottage Girl,’’ the custom is thus 
beautifully told: 

The rustic maid invokes her swain, 
And hails to pensive damsels dear, 
This eve, though direst of the year, 


Oft on the shrub she casts her eye, 

That spoke her true love’s secret sigh; 

Or else, alas! too plainly told 

Her true love’s heart was cold. 
In the story of ‘*Tawney Rachel, or the 
Fortune Teller,’’ alleged to have been writ- 
ten by Hannah More, is related among other 
superstitions practiced in that age, one of 
Sally Evans she would never goto bed 
on ‘Midsummer Eve’ without sticking np 
in her room the well-known plant called 
Midsummer Men,’ as the bending of the 
leaves to the right or tothe left would never 
fail to tell her whether her lover was true or 


false. 
Another superstition of this eve was that 
fasting at the 


1 time, and atthe hour of midnight laying a 
clean cloth, with bread, cheese and ale upon 
it, then sitting down as If going to eat, the 
Street door being left open, the person whom

PAUL KONEWKEA, A POMMERANIAN WHO 
MADE WONDERFUL SILHOUETTES.

When Paul Konewka restored to the world 
the art of ‘‘silhouetting,’’ it was on the 
point of becoming altogether extinct. In the 
50s it was only practiced at the universities 
of Germany, whefe college boys had their 
silhouettes cut for their corps-comrades and 
the Kneipe. In 1856 it was obligatory upon 
every new student at the Goettingen College 
to have his silhouette cut within a specified 
period after his entrance to the college, but 
this was soon afterwards replaced by the 
daguerreotype. With Paul Konewka sil- 
houetting became fashionable one more, and

he was a master of that lost art, such as the 
world will probably never see again. What 
he accomplisbed in this direction was genuine 
art, which raised him head and shoulder 
above those that ever handled a pair of 
scissors and the dusky card- board. 

When his name was first mentioned, which 
wasin the 60s, he was already a finished 
artist, although scarcely more than a lad. 
At the time of his death in May, 1871, 
he was barely 81 years old, and during a 
period of eight years of feverish activity he 
had flooded the world with innumerable 
masterworks of this wonderful art. 

Paul Konewka was born in Greifswald, in 
Pommerania, and was the youngest of three 
children.

yI8 INABILITY TO COMPLY WITH EXTOR-

In QUARANTINE, ALEXANDRIA, Egypt, Oct. 
A4. —-Enaland's occupation of distant and 
semi-civilized lands is not often favorably 
regarded by Americans. I think, though, 
that those of my countrymen who travel in 
the Orient will wish the ‘‘occupation’’ policy 
extended further than it nowis. Wherever 
English sway or influence is acknowledged— 
whether in Cyprus, Egypt, India or more re- 
mote and barbarous lands—the traveler may 
go with some assurance that he will not be 
robbed and maltreated. That this assurance 
is lacking where Western influence is lacking 
the following facts will show. 

The Egyptian steamer, on which I took 
passage at Athens, arrived at Smyrna,Satur- 
day, Oct. 10, 1891, at 9 o’clocK.in the morn- 
ing. It was my intention to trans-ship im-

„Minerva“ bound for Jaffa, but as my sup- 
ply ot ready money had dwindled to a few 
francs, I found myself obliged to go ashore 
fora visit to the banker.

A Description of Dr. Boyd’s Beautiful 
Church—What His Congregation is 
Doing—Dr. Allen Receiving Honors— 
Dr. Hollifield’s People Give, $41,000 to 
Charities and Missions.

NEWARK, N. J., Nov. i. Four men stood 
in a group on Broad street, this city, yester- 
day. They gave a st. Louis color to the 
place and made the thoroughfare look likea 
section of Olive street, sometimes designated 
Church R..] . The time you would have 
said was Monday noon just after the adjourn- 
ment of the ministers’ meeting. 

That big man in the center with the splen- 
did head of hatr and that geniel German air 
is Prof. E. M. Bowman, the celebrated organ- 
ist. Laughing? He is fairly shaking till his 
capacious sides rise and fall like the 
rhythmic waves of one of his own 
compositions. You wouldn't believe it, but 
the man who told the funny story has the se- 
verest look of all with his primly theological 
glasses on his nose and his half stern feat 
ures. That's Rev. W. W. Boyd, D. D., now a 
pastor here. The tallest man is Rev. A. N. 
Hollineld, D. D. He started to laugh heart 
Ur., but checked himself suddenly. The 
fourth evidently didn’t catchall the story, 
for he is looking off in a meditative fashion, 
evidently thinking up some new verses, 
tor he is Rev. Lyman W. Allen, the poetic 
pastor, who used to minister toa Presby- 
terian church in Carondelet and write lofty 
poems for the Independent and other religious 
journals. 

They all look about as they did when they 
left St. Louis a few years ago. Pastor Allen 
S pos sibly grayer over the temples, but the 
others seem unchanged. They have all made 
a decided impression on the religious life of 
Newark. 

DR. BOYD’S CAREER. 

Dr. Boyd left the Second Baptist Church, 
St. Louis, in 1887, and took charge of the First 
Baptist Church here. It was nota promising 
outiook. The church was in debt, the audi- 
ences small. Worship was held in an inferior 
bullding in Academy street, a narrow, unin- 
viting thoroughfare. On Dr. Boyd's arrival 
new interest was awakened, additions to 
church membership became frequent, and a 
year later Hon. Thomas B. Peddie (ex-Mayor 
and ex-Congressman), who had amassed a 
fortune in New York, offered to erect a new 
church edifice, to cost not less than $75,000, 
provided the church would provide a lot on 
Broad street, the principal street of the city 
and one of the noblest avenues in 
America. The church secured a lot 100x170, 
corner of Broad and Fulton streets, a com- 
manding site, as it stands ata sharp bend in 
the road, sothatthe new church occupies 
relative to Broad street the same position 
that Grace Church in New York does to 
Broadway. 

In the choosing of the plan Mr. Peddie 
adopted a much more elaborate and costly 
design than he originally intended, the 
finished structure being a Romanesque bulid- 
ing with strong Byzantine feeling. The main 
auditorium seats about thirteen hundred, 
which may be increased by opening the Suan- 
day-schooil rooms into it to about twenty- 
five hundred sittings. The entire cost of lot, 
building and furnishing has been $335,000, all 
of which is pald fof. 4 

During its erection Mr. Peddie died, but be- 
tore his death he provided for the complet ion 
of the building. 

As a memorial of her husvand Mrs. Peddie 
provided the organs costing 320,000. They are 
two—a great organ with 2,600 pipes on the 
south of the pulpit, and anecho organ with 
1,300 pipes on the north, the latter being 
connected with the great organ by an electric 
apparatusand played from the same key- 
board. There is a chair of fifty voices at each 
organ, eighty feet , thus affording fine 
opportunity for antiphonal music. 

THE CECILIAN CHOTR. 

Prof. Bowman, Dr. Boyd’s organist at St. 
Louis, had followed him to Newark and the 
splendid organs were built on bis plans. He 
was given absolute liberty to procure the best 
organ he could construct. The whole was 
dedicated about a year and a half ago. 

On the last annive of Mr: Peddie’s 
birth, which the church observes as Found 
y’’ (in February last), Mrs. Peddie 
presented the church with real estate pro 
erty in New York City worth about $100,000, 
which brings a net income from rents of $5,500 
per annum. This income is to be used for the 
insurance, repairs and care of the buliding, 
first of all. us the building will be perpet- 
ually provided for. 

The Cecilian choir, under Prof. Bowman, 
with its 100 voices, is very fine, having now 
been trained by him three years. There isa 
carol choir also of sixty voicesof children.

Not only are 
they first cousins, the King of Greece and the

Their pastors everywhere are pe 
cuted and some have even been sent 
Siberia on the charge of making prosel 
‘or of preaching against the Russian fa 
Altogether the situation of Germans in 
sia is fast becoming intolerable. 

There is a strongly supported moveme 
among the City Councillors of Munich to cc 
pel the erasure from the golden book of 
Kaiser’s autograph entry, on the occasion 
his recent visit, tothe effect that ‘‘The 
of the King is the supreme law. It is ar 
that the statement ts not true of the Kin 
Bavaria, who is an excellent monarch, 
that if it was made as an allusionto the k 
himself, it was an insult to the peop 
Bavaria. The feeling on the subject fr 
very high in Munich, and it is thought tha 
the authorities don’t themselves ex pur 
the obnoxious entry it may be done ag 
their wishes. The incident has aroused 
all the Bavarian jealousy of Prussia, and it 
openly charged that the Kaiser is endea 
ing to entrench upon the liberties of 
Bavarian people. The matter will prot 
be a matter of discussion in the Bava 
Chamber of Deputies.
